Lee Surrender.
Fifty vears ago today the last battle of
the Civil War was fought noar Hrizos, in

aleo, On May 13, when returning, how-
ever, the Unlon forcesn were attacked by
the Confedernte army under Colonel
Slnughtor, and suffered n defeat. Their
losses were 100 In killed, wounded and
prisconars, while Slaughter's men suffered
only 5 wounded,
